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FOREST  FIRE  REPORT 


Crises  like  the  present  test  the  quality  and  sin- 
cerity of  everyone's  patriotism  and  citizenship.  The 
times  make  such  unavoilable  demands  for  universal 
cooperation  in  the  many  lines  of  essential  regular 
and  emergency  public  endeavor  that  the  response 
given  may  well  be  assumed  to  be  the  real  measure  of 
one's  love  of  country  and  his  appreciation  of  the 
opportunities  it  offers.  Ranking  high  in  the  list 
of  public  endeavor  is  the  protection  of  our  forests 
from  fire.  It  calls  for  full  and  generous  cooperation 
by  each  of  us.  Fire  statistics  indicate  that  better 
than  98  per  cent  of  all  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are 
man-caused.  If  human  carelessness  could  be  elim- 
inated from  the  problem,  the  number  of  fires  would 
crop  to  a  mere  minimum  of  less  than  2  per  cent  of 
present  figures  and  tire  costs  and  losses  would 
reduce  in  proportion.  While  this  goal  will  not  be 
achieved  because  of  the  perversity  of  human  nature, 
the  record  can  be  vastly  improved  through  individ- 
ual discipline,  alertness  and  cooperation. 

Discipline  calls  for  personal  restraint  from  fol- 
lowing unresricted  natural  impulses  to  do  as  one 
pleases  with  regard  to  tire ;  alertness  in  cautioning 
others  against  imprudent  and  illegal  burning  and 
in  promptly  reporting  fires  to  the  local  forest  fire 
warden;  cooperation  in  complying  with  laws,  rules, 
and  regulations  governing  the  kindling  and  care 
of  tires,  smoking,  safety  of  mechanical  units  using 
fire  in  and  near  woodlands  and  assisting  the  local 
warden  in  extinguishing  such  fires  as  may  occur. 

The  possibilities  of  disastrous  and  expensive 
woods  fires  are  constantly  becoming  more  real.  The 
hurricane  felled  an  estimated  one  and  one-half  bil- 
lion board  feet  of  standing  timber,  much  of  which 
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has  never  been  cleaned  up.  To  this  hazard  has  been 
and  is  being  added  extensive  areas  of  slash  from 
additional  hundreds  of  millions  cut  to  produce  vit- 
ally needed  wood  for  the  war  effort.  With  the  stage 
so  set,  greater  caution  is  increasingly  necessary.  It 
will  pay  substantial  dividends  in  unburned  forest 
areas  and  the  saving  of  unnecessary  fire  expense.' 

The  year  1943  was  an  extremely  fortunate  one 
because  of  favorable  weather  conditions.  Many 
towns  had  no  fires,  some  had  minor  tires  while  a 
few  had  expensive  ones.  The  public  controls  the 
answer  to  the  1944  and  future  years'  tire  records. 
If  the  public  is  careful  and  cooperative  the  record 
will  be  good. 

Your  town  warden  is,  perhaps,  more  perplexed 
and  anxious  during  these  war  years  than  ever  be- 
fore because  of  increased  forest  tire  hazards  and 
diminishing  supplies  of  available  man-power.  He 
looks  directly  to  you  to  aid  him.  Will  you?.  You 
can  aid  him  most  effectively  by  always  securing  the 
required  permit  before  attempting  to  burn  and  by 
complying  fully  with  permit  requirements;  by  being 
patient  when  he  advises  of  departmental  restrictions 
on  permit  burning  or  that  he  deems  it  unsafe  to 
burn;  and  by  giving  him  the  needed  assistance  in 
extinguishing  tires  when  he  needs  your  help.  To  do 
so  is  to  meet  one  real  test  of  citizenship.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents,  and 
Voters  of  the  Gilford  School  District: 

The  War  effort  has  affected  our  school  life  to 
some  extent,  particularly  in  emphasizing  the  cam- 
paigns for  adequate  nutrition,  more  savings,  fat 
salvage,  and  world  acquaintance,  but  our  education- 
al endeavors  are  being  conducted  with  little  dis- 
ruption. In  this  report,  information  on  the  school 
life  and  the  work  of  those  connected  with  it  will  be 
briefly  explained. 

Buildings  and  Equipment,  Maintenance,   Operation 
and  Repair 

Playground  equipment  has  been  needed  for  a 
considerable  period.  When  some  became  avail- 
able during  the  summer  of  1943,  it  was  immediately 
purchased.  The  16'  slide,  horizontal  ladder,  wave 
stride,  and  set  of  swings  are  of  metal  and  should 
withstand  the  weather  for  several  years.  The  pupils 
are  enthusiastic  and  derive  great  pleasure  from 
the  use  of  this  equipment. 

Bulletin  boards  are  being  constructed  and  will 
be  installed  in  the  corridor  and  classrooms  later. 

To  save  fuel  by  not  operating  the  school  boiler, 
a  Pyrofax  hot  water  heater  has  been  put  in  to  pro- 
vide hot  water  for  the  lunch  program. 
Teachers    and    Supervisors 

Mr.  Norman  P.  Sargent,  a  teacher  of  sterling 
character,  excellent  ability,  and  fine  ideals  served 
as  principal  of  the  Gilford  Grade  School  for  four 
years.      Taken    ill    last   spring,    he   never   recovered 
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and  died  in  October.  In  Mr.  Sargent,  Gilford  has 
lost  a  fine  community  worker,  a  student,  and  a 
Godly  soul. 

The  School  Board  elected  Mrs.  Grace  J.  Sar- 
gent to  carry  on  as  principal.  She  is  an  excellent 
teacher  and  an  indomitable  soul. 

Miss  Velma  E.  Lucier  accepted  a  teaching  posi- 
tion in  Grades  VII  and  VIII  in  Belmont  high  school, 
five  miles  from  her  home  in  Northfield.  Miss  Bar- 
bara A.  Currier  of  Belmont,  recent  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Teachers  College,  was  hired  to  teach 
the  pupils  in  grades  five  and  six. 

As  supervisor  of  Music,  Miss  Ruth  P.  Sawyer 
of  Webster,  employed  in  a  similar  capacity  in  neigh- 
boring towns,  has  been  directing  the  instruction  in 
muisc  since  September  with  real  success.

She  believes  the 
most  outstanding  health  measure,  actively  supported 
by  the  School  Board,  is  the  successful  hot  lunch 
program.  The  meals  are  very  complete,  well  bal- 
anced, well  cooked,  and  of  great  variety.  The  chil- 
dren show  a  nutritional  gain  in  contrast  to  those 
pupils  which  are  unable  in  some  schools  to  have  the 
benefit  of  Gilford's  lunches.  Cases  of  eye  difficulties 
have  been  reduced  noticeably,  perhaps  due  to  in- 
creased amounts  of  Vitamin  A. 

Audiomter  tests  with  the  machine  presented 
to  the  region  by  the  American  Legion  revealed  sev- 
eral pupils  who  are  hard  of  hearing.  Several  of 
these  cases  might  be  cleared  up  with  the  correction 
of  nose  and  throat  defects.

Related  and  Speeial  Activities,  and  Services 
Townspeople  and  teachers  have  worked  as  reg- 
istrars in  the  issuance  of  rationing  booklets  as  re- 
quested by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration. 

War  Ration  Book  No.  2,  Commercially  Pro- 
cessed Fruits  and  Vegetables,  Feb.  22-24,  1943  with 
Mr.  Norman  P.  Sargent  as  School  Site  Administrator. 
War  Ration  Book  No.  3  was  issued  from  the 
Concord  Office  of  Price  Administration  during  the 
summer  months  and  the  schools  were  not  asked  to 
assume  any  responsibility  for  these. 
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War  Ration  Book  No.  4,  General  ration  book, 
was  handled  on  October  20-22,  1943.  Mrs.  Grace 
J.  Sargent  was  the  School  Site  Administrator. 

We  are  grateful  to  those  who  assisted  in  carry- 
ing on  this  War  work. 

Finances 

School  expenses  must  rise  to  some  extent.  Sal- 
aries of  teachers  and  other  workers  are  higher,  the 
cost  of  scholars'  supplies  has  advanced,  the  fuel 
bills  are  going  up,  and  minor  items  entering  a  school 
budget  call  for  increased  amounts.  However,  the 
total  costs  locally  have  not  risen  in  proportion  to 
industrial  and  commerial  budgets  and  every  at- 
tempt is  being  made  to  keep  the  increase  to  a  low 
percentage. 

Conclusion 

The  Gilford  Grade  School  functions  efficiently 
without  much  publicity.  The  property  is  carefully 
used,  the  equipment  is  safeguarded,  and  the  facili- 
ties are  appreciated. 

In  submitting  this  fourth  annual  report,  I  wish 
to  thank  the  parents  and  voters  for  their  support, 
interest,  and  cooperation,  the  school  board  members 
for  establishing  sound  policies  and  for  critically 
judging  our  results,  the  teachers  and  school  nurse 
for  their  hard  work,  constructive  criticisms,  and  fine 
achievements.
